So he**“* said: ‘Because 
Rasool-Allah**™ prohibited from killing the women and the children in the house of 
war (battlefield) except if they are fighting, and even if they are fighting as well. 
Therefore, restrain your hand from them as far as possible, and do not fear the 
confusion. So when he®*™” prohibited from killing them in the house of war 
(battlefield), and that was in the house of Al-Islam first, and if they were to refuse to 
pay the tax, it was not possible to kill them. So when it was not possible to kill them, 
the tax was lifted from them. And if the men were to prevent and refuse to pay the 
tax, they would have been contradicting the covenant, and shedding of their blood 
and killing them would be Permissible, because killing the men is Permissible in the 
house of Polytheism. And similar to that are the disabled from the people of 
Polytheism, and Al-Zimma (ones under responsibility), and the blind, and the very 
aged, and the women and the children, in the land of war. Thus, it was due to that, 
the tax was lifted from them’. '
